The Letter 
Tho letter, 
written 
to Clarence 
Ilarget, 1010 Badger street, follows 
in part: 
“ Dear Pal Clarence: 
“ Just a few lines to let you know 
we are down in Vera Cruz, Mexico, 
and have been here for the last two 
weeks. 
We are down here to pro­ 
tect the American interests. There 
is a regular 
swarm of battleships 
about here now. Fngland has four, 
Germany two, Spain 
two, France, 
two, italy one and United States, 
six. 
Mexico has three gunboats. 
“ The Mexican rebels 
are 
sure 
making a lot of trouble. The tirst 
day we were here we saw' some of 
them fighting along the side of 
a 
mountain. 
On that day the federal j 
array killed and captured a company 
of rebels. 
It is fierce the way they 
kill them after they are captured. 
They hang some of them, take oth­ 
ers and cut their tongues and eyes 
out and then burn them to death in 
the main streets. 
“ They hanged four rebel spys in 
some palm trees along the beach the 
other day. 
We could see them real 
plain from the decks of the ship.
